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REMARKS 

Claims 1-24 are pending in this application. Claims 1-10, 12-15 and 17-24 have been 
amended. The amendments to the claims have been made to only correct grammatical and 
informalities issues. Reconsideration and allowance of the claims are respectfully requested in 
view of the amendments and following comments. 

REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. §102(e) 

Claims 1-24 are rejected under § 102(e) as being anticipated by Rajkotia. (US 
2005/0053023). Applicants traverse this rejection. 

The Examiner alleges that Rajkotia teaches all features recited in independent claims 1, 
13, 20 and 23. For example, the Examiner alleges that Rajkotia teaches transmitting differential 
and partial BSPM parameters. 

The independent claims recite that a wireless communication network transmits and/or 
receives at least differential and partial BSPM parameters . The present application discloses that 
"Parameters contained in differential BSPMs are used to update parameters for existing flows 
and/or provide parameters for new flows that will be carried in the sector." (Emphasis added). 
Page 8, lines 16-18. The present application also discloses that " Partial BSPMs differ from 
differential BSPMs in the multiple partial BSPMs can be transmitted by the base station and used 
by the mobile terminals to reconstruct the full BSPM ." (Emphasis added.) Page 9, lines 13-15. 
The partial BSPMs are sent because a full BSPM may be too long to be sent in a single 
transmission. Applicants also submit that the independent claims, as recited, clearly define the 
differential BSPM and partial BSPM. 
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On the other hand, Rajkotia teaches that a BSP message controller may send either a full 
BSPM or a "differential" BSPM providing new, updated information. (Emphasis added). 
Paragraph [0053]. Rajkotia fails to suggest or teach a partial BSPM, "each partial BSPM 
containing information for one or more different BCMC flows, the sequence of plural partial 
BSPMs together containing information for all existing BCMC flows" as recited, for example, in 
claim 1. 

For at least the reasons given above, Applicants submit that independent claims 1, 13, 20 
and 23 are patentable over Rajkotia. Dependent claims 2-12, 14-19, 21, 22 and 24 are also 
patentable for respectively depending on an allowable base claim. 
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CONCLUSION
